3. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications, etc .—The mothod of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications and other matter* 
relating to the said post shall bo as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualifications : — 

No person 

(a) Who has entered indo or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax .—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provision of these rule in respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving .—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concession required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by tne Contral Government from timo 
to time in this regard/Scheme.

2. In regulation 10 of the Indian Forest Service (Appoint- 
ment by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1967. sub- 
regulation (2) shall be omitted. 

Explanatory Memorandum : 

Sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruit- 
ment) Rules, 1966, before it was deleted vide the Depart- 
ment of Personnel’s Notification No- 3/14/72-AISUV) dated 
the 22nd September, 1973 provided that no married woman 
shall be entitled ns of right to be appointed to the Service 
and, where a woman candidate appointed to the Service subse- 
quently marries, the Central Government might, if the main- 
tenance of cffcciency so requires, call upon her to resign 
from service. Similar provision discriminating against marri- 
ed women also existed in the Indian Forest Service (Appoint- 
ment by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1967, vide 
sub-regulation (2) of regulation 10 thereof. 

With the amendment of the Indian Forest Service (Recruit- 
ment) Rules, 1966, as above, the provision in the Indian Forest 
(Appointment by Competitive Examination) Regula- 
tions, 1967 has become reduptant and unnecessary inasmuch 
as no provision in these Regulations which have been made 
in exercise of the powers vested under the Indian Forest 
Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1967, can be inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Recruitment Rules. It is, therefore, 
necessary to delete sub-regulation (2) of regulation 10 In the 
Indian Forest Service (Appointment by Competitive Examina- 
tion) Regulations, 1967 with effect from the 6th October, 
1973 i.e. the date of publication in the Gazette of India of 
the Notification amending the Indian Forest Service (Recruit- 
ment) Rules, 1966. The Indian Forest Service (Appointment 
by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1967 are accord- 
ingly being amended with effect from 6th October, 1973, 

Since the amendment is in the nature of liberalising the 
existing provisions, and to conform to the provisions in the 
Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1966 no person 
governed by the Indian Forest Service (Appointment by Com- 
petitive Examination) Regulations, 1967 is likely to be affect- 
ed adversely by the Notification being given retrospective 
effect.

Provided that where there is any doubt or difficulty regarding 
the manner of marking anv of the particulars at (a) to (d) 
on a wholesale packuge, the same may be done in the manner 
approved by the concerned Assistant Collector of Central 
Excise; 

Provided further that the approval under the first proviso 
shall be subject to the modification, if any, that may he 
made by the collector: 

Provided also that where the goods cannot, by reason of 
their nature or for any special reason, be enclosed in packages, 
they shall themselves he marked and distinguished or. 
if (hey cannot be marked, shall be otherwise distinguished 
in such manner as the Collector may require. 

fii) deposit the goods in an approved bonded store 
room unless they are intended to the cleared on 
payment of duty immediately after completion of 
manufacture: 

Provided that where the goods, are to be converted into 
some other form of manufactured product and cannot, there- 
fore. or for any other sufficient reason, be deposited in a 
store-room, they shall be disposed of in such manner as the 
Collector may require.

After the revision of pay scales consequent on the ac- 
ceptance of the recommendations made by the Third Pay 
Commission and the reduction of eligibility period for pro- 
motion from 6 years to 3 years, the need for such a restric- 
tive clause viz., Note below item No, 4 of the Schedule IV 
of the Department of Parliamentary Affairs (Recruitment and 
Conditions of Service) Rules, 1963 no longer exists. It 
has accordingly been decided to omit the said note from the 
17th April, 1974, which is the date on which the first batch 
of Grade I Officers became eligible for promotion to Steno- 
grapher Selection Grade of this Department, Accordingly, 
the Department of Parliamentary Affairs (Recruitment and 
Conditions of Service) Third Amendment Rules, 1975 are 
being given retrospective effect from the 17th April, 1974.

G.S.R. 2518 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of tho Constitution and in supersession of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (Agricultural Commissioner) Recruitment Rules, 1968 the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Agricultural Commissioner in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department of Agricul- 
ture), namely : — 

1, Short title and commencement; — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture (Agricultural Commissioner) 
Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, its classification and scale of pay ’ The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 
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3. Methods of r rcruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.: — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications : — 

No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person; 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax :— Whore the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Savings Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time In this regard.

2. Application : — These rules shall apply to the poss specified in Column 1 of the Schedule annexed lo these rules. 

3. Number classification and scale of pay: — The number of the said posts, their classificalion and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of ihe said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc: — The method of recruitment lo the said posts, 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 1 3 of the aforesaid Schedule : — 

5. Probation : — All persons appointed whether by direct recruitment or otherwise to any of the posts 
aforesaid Schedule shall be on probation for Ihe period specified against such post in column 9 thereof ; 

Provided that the period of probation may be extended by the appointing authority for such further 
years, on year to year basis, as it deems fit. 

6. Disqualification No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such’marriagc is permissible under the Personal Law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to Relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by older, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

G.S.R. 2527. — Jn exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Consttiution, the President 
hereby makes the folio wins rules further to amend the Films

2. In the Labour Officers (Central Pool) Recruitment 
and Conditions of Service Rules, 1951 — 

(1) for sub-rule (2) of rule 4, the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely : — 
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“(2) Recruitment to posts in the Selection Grade 
shall be made by promotion by selection on 
the recommendations of a duly constituted 
Departmental Promotion Committee from 
among Labour Officers, who have rendered 
at least eight years’ service in the Pool, on 
the Pool basis and not Ministrywise. The 
Labour Officers so promoted will draw the 
Selection Grade pay as personal to them 
irrespective of their place of posting.”; 

(2) for rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted 

namely : — 

“5. Qualifications — Essential — 

(i) A Bachelor’s Degree in Arts of a recognised 
University or equivalent with Economics or 
Commerce or Sociology as one of the sub- 
jects; 

(ii) A post-graduate Degree or Diploma in Social 
Work or Labour Welfare or Industrial Rela- 
tions or Personnel Management or in any 
other allied subject, of a recognised Univer- 
sity or equivalent; 

(iii) Two years’ experience of Labour Welfare 
Work, Industrial Relations or Personnel Mana- 
gement in an organisation employing sub- 
stantial Labour force.
